3. Formulations as claimed in claims 1 and 2, characterized in that they 
contain as component (b) cationic polymers selected from the group 
consisting of cationic cellulose derivatives, cationic starches, copolymers of 

20 diallyl ammonium salts and acrylamides, quaternized vinyl pyrrolidone/vinyl 
imidazole polymers, condensation products of polyglycols and amines, 
quaternized collagen polypeptides, quaternized wheat polypeptides, 
polyethyleneimines, cationic silicone polymers, copolymers of adipic acid 
and dimethylaminohydroxypropyl diethylenetriamine, copolymers of acrylic 

25 acid with dimethyl diallyl ammonium chloride, polyaminopolyamides, 
cationic chitin derivatives, condensation products of dihaloalkyls with bis- 
dialkylamines and/or quaternized ammonium salt polymers. 
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4. Formulations as claimed in claims 1 to 3, characterized in that they 
contain as component (c) alkyi and alkenyl oligoglycosides corresponding 
to formula (II):
